More information on costs of in¬ 
stallation of artificial ice is pre¬ 
sently being gathered by the Arti¬ 
ficial ice committee. At a meeting 
held Wednesday Harold Stuibbs 
and Russ Luimey of the firm of 
Western Pump and Pipe Supply, 
Calgary, gave a quotation to four 
Recreation directors for the supply 
and installation, with the use of 
voluhteer labor, of a plant to sup¬ 
ply artificial ice. 

Committee chairman Pat Wal¬ 
ker, members Morley Scobie, 
Frank Wythe and Harry Stoddard 
were given considerable informa¬ 
tion previously not available, in 
connection with the proposed pro¬ 
ject of Artificial ice at Vulcan 
arena. This is In conjunction with 
a future program of complete re¬ 
novation of the arena to a recrea¬ 
tion centre. 

Among other ice plants installed 
by Western Pump and Pipe Sup¬ 
ply is the artificial ice now due 
for its second year of use at High 
River.

After 
a strong swing to medical specialization, the medical 
profession is beginning to see that it must integrate 
its knowledge to achieve maximum patient benefit, 
writes Carlyl Dunbar in a Financial Post feature re¬ 
port on medicine and health. The profession is also be¬ 
ginning to return to the idea that the family doctor, 
with his close relationship to family groups, is best 
suited to man the front lines of medical practice. For 
both these reasons, the medical profession is re¬ 
examining the position of the general practitioner. 

An upsurge in postgraduate education among 
family doctors is helping them keep step with changes, 
and enabling them to diagnose the more complex ail¬ 
ments. The patient he cannot treat, he can refer to a 
specialist. Thus the general practitioner acts as a 
screen, sending only the complex medical cases to the 
specialists and treating most patients himself. Physi¬ 
cians also believe that the best medicine is continuing 
personal care. The family doctor is the only one able, 
and habitually suited, to do this. In this position, he’s 
available for emergencies. He can keep a continuing 
watch on a family’s health, and so be more likely to 
apprehend disease in early stages. He is a promoter of 
good health habits. 

It mounts up to a complex task, a job heavily de¬ 
pendent on a physician’s own personality and status 
in a community. The task of merely becoming familiar 
with the overwhelming mass of medical knowledge is 
daunting; the problem of keeping up with develop¬ 
ments while working a 50-60 hr. week, challenging. 
Consider the nature of the problem: In the medical 
sciences, the volume of new knowledge acquired during 
the last 20 years has been as great as that in any 
field of science, not excluding nuclear physics or 
rocket engineering.
